While searching for detalls of the history of Australian socer I 
noticed that the birth and growth of soccer in Victoria was over- 
looked during last year’s centenary celebration of Australian soc- 


cer. 

Although little is known of the beginnings of the game in Victor- 
ia it is a fact that in June 1881, a meeting took place in a coffee 
house in Carlton, called by a Mr Adam Gibb, with representatives 
of the following soccer clubs: Carlton United, Prahran, Mel- 
bourne Rovers, South Melbourne and Richmond. Little is known 
of those early games apart from a competition called The George 
Cup. 

The first organised soccer body in Victoria was formed in 1908, 
called the Victorian Amateur Soccer Football Association, with 
the following founding members: Fitzroy United, Prahran, Wil- 
liamstown, Carlton United and St Kilda. 

A year later the late H. Dockerty presented a cup to the newly- 
formed Association. The Dockerty Cup competition still is played 
today. The only interruption to the competition was during the 
First World War. 

Of the founding clubs only Prahran (now Prahran City) still is 
in existence, but quite a number of clubs founded in the 20s still 

-are playing. These include Box Hill (1922), Hakoah (1927, known 
now as Hellas-Hakogh), Yallourn (1923), Coburg (1918), Heidel- 
berg (1925), Brighton (1924), South Yarra (1928), Melbourne Uni- 


versity (1930). .

flair fo Englan 


A five week trip to England and a short visit to Europe in 
our off-season leaves me in some position to assess the 
trends in overseas soccer and how they may effect us in 


Australia. 


My first impression of the English League 
was the lack of individual flair and skill on the 
ball, especially among English born players. 

From school age these players seem to have 
been indoctrinated with the view that soccer 
is a team game, that it is mainly ‘‘a passing 
game,”’ especially “tan early-passing game”’’, 
and that it requires lots of hard work and ag- 
gression. 

These qualities are in fact all excellent, but 
when they are devoid of individual brilliance 
with the ball then they can produce very mun- 
dane fare for the spectator to digest, espe- 
cially one like myself who has observed the 
skills of European and South American 
players here in Australia. 

The England youth team, recently here for 
the World Youth Cup, provided evidence of 
how unimaginative and stodgy are many of 
the players brought up in England. 

In a game I saw in England between 
Chelsea and Blackburn Rovers only one of the 
20 field players on view consistently con- 
trolled the ball under pressure and was able to 
beat players with dribbles or thoughtful 
through passes. 

His name was Noel Brotherston, an Irish- 
man 

Apart from the odd exception such as Glenn 
Hoddle, the flair in the top English club teams 
which have gained international success is 
provided by Scots, Irishmen‘and now other ‘fo- 
reigners’ such as South Americans Ricky Villa 
and Osvaldo Ardies or Dutchmen like Franz 
Thijsen and Arnold Muhren, both of Ipswich 
Town 

Pressure ts another feature prominent in 
modern overseas soccer. 

By that I mean defensive pressure on the 
man with the ball, produced by the vastly im- 
proved fitness of players, along with tactical 
developments which allow teams to compact 
the field into small areas where fast and ag- 
gressive pressure can be brought to bear on 
Opponents with the ball. 

The only thing that can defeat such press- 
ure, and in consequence make games more at- 
tacking and attractive, is outstanding individ- 
ual skill on the ball. 

The Brazilians and Argentinians have it — 
and theirs is the level of individual skill which 
all players will have to aspire to, which I be- 
lieve they now do in many countries. 

Meanwhile, the English still seem to be in- 
jecting into their young kids the importance of 
movement off the ball and other team ori- 
ented skills at the expense of individual devel- 
opment. 

Another development which also will effect

the way the game is played around the world 
.is the advent of the artificial grass pitch. 

The one at Queens Park Rangers profes- 
sional soccer ground in London is the only in 
Britain and indeed I believe outside America, 
which is made of artificial grass. 

However, many clubs are looking at the 
Queens Park, innovation with extreme inter- 
est, not for its benefit as a playing surface, but 
as a means to provide a range of alternative 
money-making entertainment, especially in 
the off-season when grass pitches normally 
are under repair and replenishment. 

Pop concerts are just one of many money 
raising ideas being explored by QPR's mar- 
keting division as it seeks to get maximum 
usage out of its stadium. 

Other sports such as baseball and hockey 


also are expected to use QPR’s ground in the 
| 


near future. 

The hard-wearing, all purpose playing sur- 
face at Loftus Road means that it can be used 
for training without ruining the surface for the 
weekend games. 

Most big clubs in England have to rent or 
buy training grounds, 

These are costly to run with wages for staff 
accelerating. 

Obviously, it is early days and there still are 
many problems associated with synthetic 
pitches which need to be solved — such as skin 
burns from the artificial grass, too much 
bounce, difficulty in turning and general agili- 
ty 

Nevertheless QPR has pointed the way and 
I will not be at all surprised to see artificial 
playing surfaces become as numerous in 
soccer as they now are in tennis. 

lf artificial turf is introduced here in Aust- 
ralia I believe St. George’s new stadium in 
Sydney is where it will first appear. 

The St. George club forever is cost:con- 
scious and looking for every available means 
to boost revenue. 

This summer the St. George stadium has 
been idle for virtually four months. This 
wouldn't be to the liking of St. George's 
wealthy preSident Alex Pongrass

Our soccer Press is a veritable haven for carriers of the drea- 
ded British disease. Symptoms of the disease are a love of goal- 
mouth scrambles, heading duels, 40-metre high balls and ‘Match 
of the Day.’ Not to mention the dulcet monotone of Hugh Johns. 


England currently is ranked 15th in Europe, Hungary is ranked 
5th. Should Victoria be ranked somewhere in between? 

Those infected with the British disease would have slammed 
the Hungarians on Friday. 

The infection would have prompted comments such as: ‘‘Euro- 
pean soccer must be on the skids, mate,”’ and “‘the rankings of 
nations probably are arrived at by using a flamin’ machine sim- 
ilar to the one the Tattslotto mob use.”’ 

And what about the pre-match ballyhoo which whitewashed 
Hungary’s lethargy in Sydney by claiming that the tourists were 
yet to acclimatise? You know the sort of stuff. Journalist meets 
Hungarian public relations man who tells journalist, in con- 
fidence of course, that public relations man has just had a con- 
fidential discussion with Hungarian manager Kalman Meszoly 
who said that Hungary would live up to its ranking as one of the 
emperors of European soccer. 

Public relations man tells journalist this in strictist confidence, 
fully expecting journalist to race to the nearest typewriter and 
spill the beans. Friday night is the night when Hungary will really 
turn it on, 

Incidentally, that same public relations man belongs to a group 
f people sweating over the need for at least 5,000 paying 
ustomers to turn up to the match to make financial ends meet.

Meanwhile, the educated European soccer follower pays his 
$8.50 and sits in the grandstand. 

He’s thrilled from the outset at the tactical battle taking place. 
The Hungarians immediately show superior speed, fitness and 
technique. Beleagured Victoria, plagued by the unavailability of 
its strongest squad and a hurried preparation, does what it knows 
best — close down quickly and maintain possession of the ball in 
dangerous spaces on the park. 

The Hungarians consistently and professionally bodycheck Vic- 
torians running off the ball. The Hungarians are a slick and pow- 
erful outfit. 

Hungary takes little time to rock the home team. Three 
minutes pass before ball wizard Bela Bodonyi runs onto Ferenc 
Csongradi’s through ball and expertly chips it a few feet over the 
spreadeagled body of Jeff Olver and into an unguarded goal. 

The educated European smiles. 

“It's a bloody disgrace having these guys playing for Victoria,” 
yells the carrier of the British disease. 

More minutes pass. Still the educated European smiles. 

The “‘infected’’ one disappears into the bar muttering names 
like Boland, Kondarios, [lioski, Whittle and Brown. 

The educated European smiles throughout the remaining 
minutes of the first half. Into his sixth scotch and soda, the dis- 
ease-ridden supporter asks his friend which team’s going to win, 
Hungary or Hiedelberg? : 

Thirty minutes later Gyorgy Kerekes, clearly two metres offsi- 
de, puts paid to Victoria’s hopes by slotting the ball inside the 
near post. 

Victoria too has chances but can’t finish. 

Next day the daily papers carry potential epitaphs for Victoria. 
Hungary doesn’t escape lightly either. Spain seems like a million 
miles away. : 

The educated European sits back in his armchair on Saturday 
evening and watches TV soccer, South American style. 

The infected one orders another beer at his local hotel, I push 
him out of the way. It’s my shout. We've still got a few hours left. 
We don’t have to be home until later in the night, just in time for 
“The Big Match.”

Hungary beat Victoria in a 
lack-lustre display with goals 
by Bela Bodonyi in the third 
minute and Georgy Kerekes in 
the 80th minute. 

Hungary was criticised in 
Press reports for being 
unimaginative and lifeless, 
and Victoria for being rest- 
ricted to defence and having 
only one scoring chance. 

“Such descriptions suggest 
lack of knowledge and lack of 
insight,”’ McKendry claimed. 

“Why did Hungary play 
badly? Why did Hungary 
resort to making three team 
changes after half time? 

“They are the questions 
which should be asked and an- 
swered. 

“I was proud of what my 
Players achieved. ‘‘We 
planned te play a possession 
game, as we always do, and to 
slow dewn the pace because 
we knew the Hungarians had 
the fegs on us. 

“It worked perfectly for us. 
We had at least an equal share 
of the ball and we ran their for- 
wards ragged by pushing it 
about among ourselves. There 
Was no greater tribute to our

“It was through the State 
team that players like Alan 
Davidson and George Christ- 
opoulos first got their chance, 
and this time we introduced a 
20-year-old goalkeeper, Jeff 
Ojver, who did a mighty job, 
and young full back Charlie 
Yankos who also was out- 
standing, 

“If the negative continues to 
be highlighted at the expense

“The only way this game 
can be promoted the way it 
should be is by educating the 
public about the finer points of 
the game to help them appre- 
ciate it more and to attract 
bigger crowds, 

“It was wrong to describe 
Hungary's performance as a 
poor one. Rather, Victoria 
should be praised for rest- 
ricting a team that after all

“Why don’t people acknow- 
ledge that the difference be- 
tween our soccer standard and 
that of Europe’s has narrowed 
Significantly?

This time around Brazil 
holds well-deserved favor- 
itism. 

Will Zico’s marvels fall by 
the wayside, like Puskas’ men 
did 28 yers ago? 

Of the 24 finalists this year 
Brazil is the only one to have 
appeared every time the Cup 
was contested since 1930. 

On the first two occasions 
the Brzilians did not make too 
great an impression, but by 
1938 they were good enough for 
third place. 

; Then came 1950 and home 
ground advantage, with, of 
course hot favoritism. The 
final result: second place 
behind Uruguay and Brazil fell 
into national mourning. 

In 1954, the Hungarians 
knocked them out in the quar- 
ter-final, in a match which was 
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the world, 


ood enough to have been the 
inal, but by Stockholm in 1958 
nobody could stop them. The 
Golden Era had begun. 

England’s World Cup saw a 
relapse, when Pele’s swash- 
buckling soccer warriors 
failed to get past round one, 
but a swift recovery saw them 
brush aside the rest of the 
world in Mexico. 

1974 had the Brazilians in 
fourth place, while four years 
ago they had to be satisfied 
with third spot, even though 
they were unbeaten through- 
out the tournament. 

A fabulous record: 11 World 
Cup finals, three first places, 
one second, twice third and 
once fourth! 

So, wht about the present? 
Brazil ws among the first 
nations to book its place in 
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Spain, having played all its 
qualifying games within two 
months early last year. It was 
a 100 percent effort, with a 
combined scoreline of 11-2 
against Bolivia and Venzuela. 


Manager Tele Santana did 
not allow too much time for 
self-congratultions; just a 
month later his charges des- 
cended on Europe. In fact they 
came, they saw, and they con- 
quered England 1-0, France 3-1 
and West Germany 2-1. The 
tour was nothing short of a 
trail of conquest! 


And the secret of their suc- 
cess? It is ‘‘sleepy-time’’ soc- 
cer, which has become the 
hallmark of Tele Santana's 
philosophy of coaching. Its a 
form of one-touch football in- 
volving the midfielders and 
the rearguard, advancing inch 
by inch towards the enemy 
goal as players withéut the 
ball seek the open spaces. 


It is the soccer version of a 
snake charming the mouse it 
intends to have for breakfast, 
just before the lightning fast 
strike with a magical change 
of rhythm — and the mouse 
ends up in the snake’s stom- 
ach, or the ball in the back of 
the net. 


Brazil’s team is @ young 
one, with only goalie Waldir 
Peres having reached the age 
of 30. In the defence there is 
Edevaldo 22, Oscar 26, Lui- 
sinho 22, Junior 26; the mid- 
fielders are Cerezo 26, Zico 28, 
Socrates 27 with strikers Paulo 
Isidoro 26, Reinaldo 24 and 
Eder 23 up front. Ignoring the 
goalkeeper, that’s an average 
age of just 25 years! 


Outstandingly the most ef- 
fective unit of Brazil’s team is 
its midfield, with Cerezo, Zico 
and Socrates in the world 
Super class, but Zico out- 
standing even in this galaxy of 
stars. 


He shoots equally well with 
either his left or right, juggles 
the ball in a manner which is 
unequalled, and with every 
nerve ending in his body he 
“feels’’ the goals — his ulti- 
mate target. 


He scores goals and makes 
them. 


The other great individual in 
Brazil's team in Socrates, a 
born soccer player of rare in- 
telligence, who can not only 
play himslef, but can also 
make his team mates play. He 
is also a mean and effective 
tackler. 


Cerezo, third man in this 
fabulous midfield com- 
bination, is a giant lad, who is 
equally outstanding in attack 
and defence, 


But, one could go through 
the whole team; the Brazilians 
are in a class of their own right 
now. What is more, the ex- 
champs have restored the 
faith of those who love soccer 
as an entertainment. They 
have proved that modern foot- 
ball can also be played in an 
entertaining, yet hard, tough 
and disciplined manner.

Apart from boasting such great players as 
Zico, Reinaldo and Oscar, Brazil also has 
probably the best left back In the world. 


His full name is Leovegildo Lins Gama Junior, his nick-name 
simply is Junior, he was born on June 29, 1954, he enjoys a can of 
beer, playing cards and the nght-club high life and he’s also 
somewhat of an intellectual. 

To prepare for his post-football years, he is doing a course in 
business management. 

Last year was Junior's most successful in soccer. His club, 
Flamengo, won the Rio League and the World Club Cup against 
Liverpool, he completed 500 games for his club and was the star 
player of the Brazilian national team that toured Europe un- 
beaten. 

Junior started with Juventus, one of countless beach teams 
on the Copacabana, and then was actually rejected by the pow- 
erful Botafogo club. 

However, Flemengo saw potential in him and made him part 
of its junior set-up in 1973. 

Initially a midfielder, he dropped back to left back to fill in 
for an injured team mate, and played so well that he made the 
position his own. 

In 1974, his first senior year, he helped Flamengo win the Rio 
League and from that point, trophies came thick and fast. 

As a boy, Junior’s hero was the great Milton Santes of Bot- 
afogo, who played left back in Brazil’s 1858 and 1862 World Cup 
winning teams. He also admires Paul Breitner, the left back in 
West Germany’s 1974 World Cup team, and Antonio Cabrini of 
Italy. 

As for forwards, Junior has praise only for his brazil and Fla- 
mengo team mate Zico, the ‘‘White Pele’. 

‘‘He’s the most creative player I’ve seen since Pele,”’ Junior 
says. 

‘‘Maradona’s very good. One day he could be the best in the 
world.He has all the gifts but I think he needs to improve his 
heading and his right foot, Then he'll be ready to challenge Zi- 





Although Brazil beat England, France and West Germany in 
Europe last year, Junior does not believe those victories are a 
pointer to the World Cup, pointing out Brazil was in the middle 
of its season during the Ruopean tour, whereas the Europeans 
were at the end of theirs, 

Junior scored the winning goal against West Germany with a 
brilliant free kick that dipped under the bar and caught substl- 
tute goalkeeper Eike Immel out of position. 

He still has the highest regard for West Germany, however. 
“I might even make West Germany my personal favorite to win 
the World Cup,’ he says. 

“They were disappointing in Argentina in 1978 but they have 
been altering their style and, in the two games we played 
against them last year, had improved noticeably from one to 
the other. 

“Spain will do well, of course, because they’re the hosts. Ar- 
gentina too because they still have most of the paleyrs with 
whom they won it in 1978. 

“As for Brazil, we're all confident we can get to the final. 
What happens then is anyone’s guess. Personally, I’m not happy 
that we're favorites. But I’m sure, also, that we have the ability 
to win, 

“We could do with a couple of really tough warm-up games. 
Say, against Argentia. The trouble is, they don’t really seem to 
want to play us. I suppose they’re nervous about the psy- 
chological effect if they lose.”’

Peter Lewis no longer has to 
carry his tough-guy image like a 
beacon for referees to home in 
on. 

The Green Gully Ajax right 
back fast is building a new repu- 
tation. With just two yellow 
cards against his name in a 
lengthy 1981 season, the aggres- 
sive Lewis believes he no longer 
will be singled out by referees 
for “special attention.” 


“I feel the refs picked on me when I was 
with Altona and Sunshine. I earned a 
reputation as a hard man_and that drew 
the refs’ attention to me’, said Lewis. 

“I'm a terrible loser. you know. I| take it 
badly when we get beaten. If you check up 
you il probably find that about 90 percent of 
my bookings before I joined Gully occurred in 
the last 10 or 15 minutes of the match. I used 
to just get very despondent about losing 

“Altona and Sunshine were never really top 
sides when I was with them. It's different at 
the Gully. Winning just makes the whole thing 
worthwhile” 

Lewis arrived in Australia in October, 1975. 
By his own admission he still had “‘stars in his 
eyes,” a reference to his offer of a full-time 
contract from Scottish club Partick Thistle. 

After a year with Pollock at junior level in 
Scotland Thistie inanager Bertie Auld was im- 
pressed with Lewis during a trial and offered 
him good terms to turn professional. 

Lewis was engaged at the time. His wife-to- 
be. Anne. had her heart set on coming to 
Australia. “Soccer isn't everything. It's not 
your whole life, said Lewis He decided the 
couple would start a new life in Victoria. 

Two months before leaving Scotland. Lewis 
was freed by Pollock to play with Saltcoats in 
the Ayrshire League. The manager at Sal- 
tcoats was Ian Young, a former Glasgow 
Celtic full back. He knew a local scout for then 
Victorian State Legue club Slavia and when 
lewis finally arrived here Slavia secretary 
Vince French offered him a contract. 

But the Lewis family lived in Sunshine and a 
relation of Anne Lewis was friendly with the 
Shiners' committee. Jim. O'Reilly, now one of 
the stalwarts in the Footscray J.U.S.T. 
defence, was with Slavia at the time and ad- 
vised Lewis against signing. 

Sunshine signed Lewis on a two-year con- 
tract with a two-year option. 

“I thought that playing here would be a lot 
easier than it was. | was thinking that if I was 
good enough to be offered a contract by a club: 
back in the big-time in Scotland, then I should 
be able to make a big impact here. Instead I 
didn't play well at first and I copped a lot of 
flak from the refs.
